She’s mak- 
ing progress in learning to for- 
age—or dive beneath the wa- 
ter to search for food—but 
still must learn to retrieve 
and open shellfish on her 
own.

ther pro athletes are wimps compared with women’s basketball players. 


Hold judgment for a second. 


Players like the Sky’s Allie Quigley often go straight from the five-month 


WNBA season into a seven-month schedule in Europe. 


“When we get Christmas break [from play- 
ing in Europe], Pll just go home and not do 
anything for 10 days,” the 28-year-old guard 
said. “Then obviously during the [WNBA] 
season, the older you get you just have to take 
care of your body. ... You can’t really push it be- 
cause you never really get a rest.” 

Not that she’s complaining in the least, es- 
pecially when usually there’s a thrilling post- 
season to look forward to. The Sky nearly 
reached the WNBA summit in September, 
losing to Phoenix in the finals. Along the way, 
Quigley ignited the best season of her career. 

The Joliet native and DePaul graduate 
played for four teams before landing in Chi- 
cago in 2013, and in 2014 she made a quantum 
leap. Thanks in part to increased playing time, 
Quigley averaged 11.2 points per game—her 
previous season best was 3.8 —and was named 
WNBA Sixth Woman of the Year. She was 
also eighth in the league in 3-point shooting 
(39 percent). 

“T think it was just a matter of time because 
we had seen her do it overseas,” said Sky coach 
Pokey Chatman, who coached six years in Eu- 
rope. “She was the best 3-point shooter over- 
seas. She led her team to a final four over there 
with not the best roster ever. So I thought it 
was in her, but I would tell you this: She is a 
phenomenal worker, and I could not be more 
excited for a player who works so hard to be 
rewarded in such a way.” 

“Maybe if I got all this playing time six 
years ago when I first came into the league, 
I wouldn't have been able to do that because 
maybe I wasn’t ready yet,” said Quigley, who 
played almost 25 minutes per game for the 


Sky last season. “TI think it was a little bit of 
everything, getting an opportunity and also 
maturing as a player and taking advantage of 
the moment. 

“I think it was good that [winning the 
award] kind of took me by surprise, that I was 
just trying to make an impact every time I 
went in. Luckily, good things happened.” 

Whatever you call it—good fortune/confi- 
dence/trust from her coaches and teammates/ 
all of the above—Quigley’s on a roll. In addi- 
tion to her recent success with the Sky, she 
has won four titles while playing for European 
teams, including last season with TS Wisla in 
Krakow, Poland. That same team finds itself 
in first place this year. 

‘A lot of cities rally around that home- 
town team,” she said. “They're yelling, there’s 
chants. They’re in Polish so I really don’t un- 
derstand what they’re saying, but they ... get 
emotional at the refs and what not.” 

“Emotional” might be an understatement. 
Quigley recalls one season in Turkey when 
things got heated after her team won a playoff 
series at an opposing arena. 

“The fans were fighting and when we went 
out there they were throwing tape rolls on 
the court and like bottles and stuff,” she said. 
“So I remember when we won we all just like 
sprinted off the court and covered our head.” 

Back in Chicago, Quigley and the Sky aren’t 
worried about flying objects. Instead, they can 
focus on pursuing the franchise’s first title. 

“I definitely want to improve and do more,” 
she said. “... Obviously if you achieve some- 
thing one year, you want to do the same [from 
then on].”

Has it gotten harder to script and put epi- 
sodes together after nearly eight years?

We know what 
works and what doesn’t before we even shoot 
It. 

JH: We award a lot of our older fans by con- 
stantly pulling from old episodes. We have 
inside jokes with them. CollegeHumor has 
built a whole team around “Jake and Amir” 
with producers and help in post-production. 
We can focus on writing, performing and 
editing. It’s great. 


Wow. Youre still editing your own content? 
AB: Yep. We have some help from College 
Humor in logging and capturing footage but 
when it comes to cutting it? That’s us. 

JH: We have used editing as a form of writing 
from the beginning. The same is true today. 
We interrupt each other and envision as 
we're writing. Editing is an important part of 
the process. 


Where do you see the current state of online 
comedy videos? It’s a saturated market, | 
think. 

AB: A lot of it is geared toward the younger 
generation. We don’t watch YouTube vlogs. 

I like the high-production stuff. Like “High 
Maintenance” on Vimeo. 


You wrote a pilot for TBS, produced by Ed 
Helms. Where are you in the process now?

When we started working 
with TBS we created a world that wasn’t far 
from “Jake and Amir,” adding characters, 
heightened the workplace; we wanted to 
make a TV show that we'd be excited to 
write. 


You have new original content at jake 
andamir.com and collegehumor.com all the 
time. How often are you writing? 

AB: Some days we write, some days we shoot, 
some days we edit, some days we do absolute- 
ly nothing. I say, “We deserve a break today 
after working two hours yesterday. I’m going 
to have a ‘me’ day.” 

JH: [Laughs.]} I need a hobby. We usually knit. 
AB: I exercise or run or do indoor rock climb- 
ing. I go shopping if I want new clothes. We 
take really good care of ourselves. 

JH: I start booking an elaborate vacation and 
cancel out all the windows when I get to the 
checkout. 


You recently moved to Los Angeles from 
New York. Has that changed the writing 
process for “Jake and Amir”? 

JH: Not consciously, but probably. We write 
to our environment, always slipping into 
characters and doing bits before we ever 
write anything down. 

AB: In NYC, we would use the subway on the 
show. In LA, I’m using a standing desk, going 
tanning, being a vegan and making fun of 
whatever we’re around. 

JH: Basically Amir always gets everything 
wrong.

Emanuel gets Trumped 

Chicago’s mayor and New York’s most 
defensive real-estate mogul butted heads 

in June when five 20-foot-tall letters 

spelling “TRUMP” were affixed to the Trump 
International Hotel and Tower. Mayor Emanuel 
dubbed the prominent, glowing riverside 
feature “tasteless” and immediately tasked 

his administration with preventing similar 
architectural offenses in the future, while 
Tribune architecture critic Blair Kamin referred 
to it as “a wart.” Donald Trump, for his part, shot 
back with his signature confrontation, calling 
Kamin names and insisting the letters make 
up a “very high quality sign that enhances 

the building.” Even Jon Stewart weighed in. 
“Chicago, | have to say, this is on you,” Stewart 
said on his show. “Did you not think Donald 
Trump was gonna put his name on the building 
you let him build? It’s what he does! Have you 
been to New York?” 


Rooftop rumbles over Wrigley 
Proposed changes to Wrigley Field underwent 
a series of revisions throughout the year as 
historic groups, fans and rooftop owners took 
issue with the park’s plans to add sometimes- 
view-blocking video boards and signs as 

part of a $375 million renovation. In July, the 
Commission on Chicago Landmarks approved 
up to seven signs and two video boards, but 
the National Park Service nixed that plan in 
favor of one less intrusive to the park’s historic 
character. While many remain leery of the 
construction, the most recent iteration, which 
could nab the Cubs up to $75 million in historic 
tax credits, features fewer and smaller signs 
and got the go-ahead this month.

Millennium Park turns 10 

The pursed lips of the faces that grace 
Millennium Park’s Crown Fountain traded 

the water they usually blow out for birthday 
candles as the popular downtown “people’s 
park” celebrated its 10th anniversary in July. 
The 24.5-acre space, which has drawn millions 
of tourists and locals, hosted tours, concerts, 
art exhibitions and a RedEye flash mob dance 
party at the Bean to honor the occasion. 


May the Force be with us 

The Second City finished first in the fight for 
“Star Wars” creator George Lucas’ collection 
of art and movie memorabilia in June when 
Chicago beat out fellow finalists LA and San 
Francisco as the future site of the Lucas 
Museum of Narrative Art. The museum plan, 
which has been met with mixed reactions, 
includes a location between Soldier Field and 
McCormick Place, a bold design from Chinese 
architect Ma Yansong and Aqua tower’s 
Jeanne Gang and exhibits that feature “popular 
art from illustration to comics, an insider’s 
perspective on the cinematic creative process,

and the boundless potential of the digital 
medium.” The museum is set to open in 2018. 


If you build it, they will come 

With Italy’s prestigious Venice Biennale as in- 
spiration, Mayor Emanuel in June announced 
plans for the Chicago Architecture Biennial, an 
international exhibition of design and archi- 
tecture set to hold its inaugural run in October 
2015. The show aims to play up Chicago’s his- 
toric reputation for architectural innovation as 
well as showcase cutting-edge designs from 
around the world in addition to drawing tour- 
ists, and, if all goes well, the Tribune reported, 
the biennial will be mounted every two years. 


Bridgeport boathouse sets sail 
Boaters on the South Side may have a place to 
dock come the summer of 2016, when the 

$5.7 million Bridgeport boathouse is set to 
open, the city announced in November. The fa- 
cility, funded by state and park district money, 
follows in the wake of Mayor Emanuel’s an- 
nouncement last year of a more extravagant 
(and more expensive, at $8.8 million) boat- 
house being built on the North Side, and will 
feature a floating boat launch in the Chicago 
River and kayak rental, among other amenities. 


Checking out Obama library sites 
Will President Obama’s Chicago roots be 
enough for him to plant his post-Washington 
legacy here? Several local organizations and 
schools certainly are hoping that’s the case. 
Proposals were submitted in early summer by 
groups representing sites around the city hop- 
ing their location might someday be home to 
the Barack Obama Presidential Library. At press 
time, the University of Illinois at Chicago, along 
with its North Lawndale community partners, 
and the University of Chicago with support 

of several other local universities, still were 

in the running, up against fellow finalists the 
University of Hawaii and Columbia University 
in New York. A final decision is expected in 


early 2015.

2014 was the first full year of Divvy, Chica- 
go’s bike-share program that launched in the 
summer of 2013. It was a year of mixed news 
for Divvy, which delayed expansion plans af- 
ter its bike supplier filed for bankruptcy in 
January. Still, in April, Divvy reached a mile- 
stone of 1 million trips taken collectively by 
its riders. From student discounts to bikes 
on Chicago expressways, RedEye looks at 
the year of Divvy. 


» In January, Public Bike System, Divvy’s 
Montreal-based bike supplier, filed for

bankruptcy. A Divvy spokesman blamed the 
delay in Chicago's Divvy expansion on the 
bankruptcy. 


» In April, less than three months before 
Divvy’s first birthday, the city announced Divvy 
riders collectively had logged 1 million trips. 


» In May, the city announced it was receiv- 
ing $12.5 million in a five-year sponsorship 
deal with Blue Cross and Blue Shield of Illinois, 
which advertises on the bikes. 


» In June, Divvy announced it was imple- 

menting regular valet service at busy stations 
and during popular events. With the service, a 
worker stands at the station and collects bikes 


to make sure there are enough parking spaces 
for riders to drop off bikes. 


» In August, for the first time, the Chicago 
Triathlon included a wave of 100 participants 
on Divvy bikes competing with triathletes on 
their own bikes to finish the swim-bike-run 
course on the North Side. 


» In September, Gov. Quinn reversed course 
and approved a $3 million grant to expand 
Divvy to Oak Park and Evanston. The Chicago 
expansion, which was pushed back from this 
year, will occur in spring 2015 with the addi- 
tion of 175 stations and 1,750 bikes, Divvy an- 
nounced in August. 


» In October, Divvy workers announced 
they sought to unionize, citing management 
problems. 


» In October, Divvy announced it was offering 
some Chicago students a $20 discount ona 
yearly membership, which typically costs $75. 


» A woman was photographed in October 
riding a Divvy bike on the shoulder of 

the southbound lanes of the Dan Ryan 
Expressway. In November, a Divvy rider was 
critically injured when he was struck by two 
cars on Lake Shore Drive on the North Side.
